2. a. The compilation of reparation orders of the soviet consumers 
(GSOsT) has not beon equally carried through by the Province 
of saxony, baxony-Anhalt and Thuringia . The first compilation 
of Province of saxony dated II October 1948 (see Annex 1) ha3 
been arranged incorrectly. Only the second compilation of 4 No- 
vember 1948 (see Annex 2) has been arranged according to the 
groups of the General List of Goods of the Goviot Lone of 
Germany. 

b. The compilations of the Province of Oaxony— »nhult of 23 oep- 
tember 1948, 30 Oeptember 1348 and 1 November 1948, however, 
render a clear survey (uca Annexes 1,7 and 5). The last sur- 
vey of 1 November 1948 (see annex 5) contains the compilation 

of all reparation orders of the GSOW, not only arranged in 
accordance ’with the order of . the groups of the General list of 
Goods, but also (individually) listing the firms executing 
these reparation orders, in tills connection it is of interest 
that soviet Corporation plants such as the Gov lot Corporation 
iron and steel works in SHALE (.. 52/D 25) refused to comment 
cn quite a number of orders (see Annex 5 pages 3 and 4). 

c. The compilation of the Province of Thuringia has not been 
arranged according to General List 6f Goods groups but the indi- 
vidual firms executing tho reparation orders are listed (see 
Annex 6). By t ie the individual production places cun be 
exactly located.
